E-Mail Virus Spreads Doom 


N E w YO R K I The continued spread Tuesday of 
a cleverly engineered computer virus exposes 
a key flaw in the global embrace of technol- 
ogy: Its users are human. 

Posing as a legitimate computer error 
message, the worm successfully tricked e- 
mail recipients into spreading it to friends, 
co-workers and business associates. 

Although users have grown wiser about 
falling for such tricks, virus writers have also 
gotten smarter about fooling them. 

MessageLabs Inc., which scans e-mail 
for viruses, said one in every 12 messages 


contained the worm, called “Mydoom” or 
“Novarg.” Security experts described it as 
the largest outbreak in months. 

Upon activation — usually when a recipi- 
ent clicks on an attachment — the rogue pro- 
gram searches though address books and 
sends itself to e-mail addresses it finds. 

The messages carry innocuous- sounding 
subject lines like “Error” or “Server Report;” 
it is precisely because the message’s tone is so 
basic that many computer users wound up 
opening Mydoom anyway, security experts

U.N. Team 
To Return 
To Iraq 

Role seen as vital to ending 
impasse over power handover 

BAGHDAD, IRAQ I The United Nations agreed 
Tuesday to send a team to Iraq to help break 
the impasse over electing a new government, 
as the deaths of six more American soldiers 
in roadside bombings underscored concerns 
about security in the volatile nation. 

The United States has cited the ongoing 
violence in arguing against demands by 
Grand Ayatollah Ali al-Husseini al-Sistani 
for the direct election of a provisional legisla- 
ture. Instead, Washington 
wants the lawmakers cho- 
sen in regional caucuses. 

The Americans and 
the U.S.- appointed Iraqi 
Governing Council asked 
U.N. Secretary- General 
Kofi Annan to send a team 
to determine whether an 
early election would be feasible. The deci- 
sion to seek U.N. help marked a major policy 
reversal by the Bush administration, which 
had sought to minimize the U.N. role since 
U.S.-led forces invaded the country in March. 

Annan withdrew international staff from 
Iraq after two attacks on the U.N. headquar- 
ters here, including the devastating August 
vehicle bombing that killed 22 people, includ- 
ing the top envoy, Sergio Vieria de Mello. 

In Paris, Annan said he believes the Uni- 
ted Nations can play “a constructive role” 
in helping to break the impasse, and would 
send such a team to Iraq “once I am satisfied 
that the [coalition] will provide adequate

WASHINGTON | President George 
W. Bush on Tuesday vigorously 
defended his decision to go to war 
against Iraq despite chief inspector 
David Kay’s conclusion that Saddam 
Hussein did not have weapons of 
mass destruction, as the United 
States had believed. 

Bush said he had “great confi- 
dence” in the intelligence commu- 
nity, which had provided prewar 
estimates about 
what Saddam had 
in his arsenal. But

East Coast Coated in Ice 


Wintry weather causes 
power outages, travel 
woes, school closings 

NEWYORK I A storm carrying the 
threat of heavy snow for the north- 
eastern United States coated a wide 
swath of the country’s East Coast in 
ice Tuesday, stopping trains, clos- 
ing schools and courts, and knock- 
ing out electricity to a quarter-mil- 
lion people. 

At least 47 deaths have been 
blamed on snow, ice and cold from 
Kansas to the Carolinas since the 


weekend, most of them in traffic 
accidents. 

While one low-pressure sys- 
tem pushed a wave of icy weather 
that stretched from Georgia into 
Maryland, another propelled snow 
across the Midwest and Great Lakes. 
Up to 21 inches of snow was possible 
in northern Michigan. 

The two systems were converg- 
ing over the Northeast, threatening 
Pennsylvania, New Jersey, New York 
state, Connecticut, Rhode Island 
and Massachusetts. 

Freezing rain and drizzle fell from 
northern Georgia into Maryland 


during the morning, creating a thick 
layer of ice in South Carolina. 

Because of ice on switches and 
electrical connections, some train ser- 
vices were suspended, including the 
New York-to -Miami Silver Meteor. 

North Carolina National Guard- 
smen patrolled a 35 -mile section 
of an icy highway, helping to tow 
vehicles that had slid off the road, 
stranding some motorists in the cold. 

An estimated 220,000 custom- 
ers lost power Tuesday in South 
Carolina, nearly 40,000 in North 
Carolina and 58,000 in Georgia, 
utilities reported, roger petterson (ap)

Justice Probe 
Finds No Abuses 
Under Patriot Act 

WASHINGTON | A Justice Depart- 
ment investigation into possible 
civil rights and civil liberties abus- 
es under the anti-terrorism USA 
Patriot Act found no abuses but a 
few instances of mistreatment of 
Muslim and Arab people, mainly at 
US. prisons, according to a report 
released Tuesday. 

Among the 1,266 recent civil 
rights and civil liberties complaints 
received between June 14 and Dec. 
15, 2003, only 17 merited afull inves- 
tigation, according to the report, (ap) 


WASHINGTON | Months before the 
Sept. 11 attacks the Federal Aviation 
Administration played down the pos- 
sibility of suicide hijackings, saying 
the greater threat was from explo- 
sives smuggled aboard planes, a fed- 
eral panel investigating the attacks 
said Tuesday. 

The preliminary report by the 
National Commission on Terrorist 
Attacks Upon the United States said 
that in a presentation to airline and 
airport officials in early 2001, the 
FAA discounted the threat of a sui- 


cide hijacking because there was “no 
indication that any group is currently 
thinking in that direction.” 

In July 2001, the FAA issued a 
warning to air carriers but did not 
mention suicide hijackings. 

For months after the attacks. 
Bush administration officials main- 
tained there was no indication terror- 
ists were considering suicide hijack- 
ings. But the report said the FAAs 
Office of Civil Aviation Security offi- 
cially considered such a possibility as 
early as March 1998. hope yen (ap)

Days Before Hajj, Security 
Forces Put on Public Display 

Snipers, bomb squads and bor- 
der guards marched to the clat- 
ter of helicopters in the holy city 
of Mecca Tuesday, a show of force 
meant to deter violence when 2 
million Muslims arrive for the hajj 
pilgrimage. The hajj is expected to 
start in two days. Security will be a 
top priority for the Saudis, who have

Judge Gives Woman 5 Years 
In Female Circumcision Case 

A judge in northern Ghana has sen- 
tenced a 70 -year-old woman to five 
years in prison for violating a ban 
on circumcising girls. “I hope the 
sentence will serve as a deterrent 
to other practitioners of the out- 
moded custom,” said Judge Jacob 
Boon. Ghana in 1994 outlawed the 
practice, but the long-held rite of 
passage has continued in parts of 
West Africa. The World Health 
Organization estimates up to 140 
million girls have been subjected to 
female genital cutting, (ap)

Pakistan, India Announce 
Plans to Hold Peace Talks 

Pakistan and India said they will 
hold their first peace talks in two and 
half years next month in Islamabad 
on issues including their competing 
claims to Kashmir, the dispute at 
the heart of five decades of hostility 
between the nuclear-armed neigh- 
bors. The announcement Tuesday 
of the Feb. 16-18 talks, made simul- 
taneously in Islamabad and New 
Delhi, came as the leading Muslim 
cleric in the divided Himalayan 
province called for an end to fight- 
ing between Indian security forces 
and separatist militants, (ap) 


In potentially fearsome 
new front, first case 
reported in China 

BANGKOK, THAILAND I Asian coun- 
tries ravaged by bird flu sent min- 
isters to Bangkok to join U.S. and 
European representatives for an 
emergency meeting Wednesday on 
how to keep the virus from becom- 
ing a global pandemic. 

Tens of millions of chickens and 
ducks have been killed — by the dis- 
ease or in government- ordered culls 
aimed at containing it — as the virus 


spread through 10 Asian countries. 
In a potentially fearsome new 
front, China became the latest to 
announce an outbreak after offi- 
cials acknowledged Tuesday that at 
least one duck was infected. 

The virus has jumped to people 
in Vietnam and Thailand, killing at 
least eight, with most cases traced to 
direct contact with sick birds. 

In Atlanta, the head of the U.S. 
Centers for Disease Control and 
Prevention urged American doctors 
to test patients with flu-like symp- 
toms if they had recently been to

U.S. Gives Serbs Ultimatum Over Aid

financial aid. Foreign Minister 
Goran Svilnovic said Tuesday.

commander Gen. Ratko Mladic, 
indicted by the U.N. tribunal on 
charges arising from the killing by 
his troops of about 8,000 men and 
boys in the Bosnian Muslim enclave 
of Srebrenica in July 1995. 

Investigators say that Mladic is 
hiding in Serbia, the dominant re- 
public in the former Yugoslavia.

6 U.S. Soldiers 
Die in Bombings 


Two CNN employees 
in Iraq killed after 
eonvoy is ambushed 

BAGHDAD, IRAQ | A bomb exploded 
south of Baghdad Tuesday night, 
killing three U.S. soldiers just hours 
after another bombing west of the 
capital killed three U.S. paratroop- 
ers, the military said. 

The killings brought to 519 the 
number of Americans who have 
died since the Iraq war began. 
Most occurred after President 
Bush declared an end to active 
combat on May 1. 

Elsewhere, U.S. troops killed 
three suspected members of a guer- 
rilla cell during raids Tuesday in 


central Iraq, the Army said. And a 
suspected car bomb was discovered 
near coalition and Iraqi Governing 
Council offices. 

Meanwhile, a driver and a pro- 
ducer working for CNN were shot 
and killed Tuesday by unidentified 
assailants, the network said. They 
were returning to Baghdad from an 
assignment and were traveling in a 
two -car convoy, CNN said. 

The men were identified as 
translator-producer Duraid Isa 
Mohammed and driver Yasser 
Khatab. CNN said cameraman 
Scott McWhinnie was grazed in 
the head by a bullet. Correspondent 
Michael Holmes and several oth- 
ers in the second car were unhurt.

British RM. avoids 
defeat in tbe House of 
Commons by 5 votes 

LONDON I Prime Minister Tony 
Blair narrowly overcame a major 
rebellion within his Labour Party 
on Tuesday, winning a key vote on 
university fees that severely tested 
his authority. 

Under the proposals, universities 
would be able to charge students up 
to $5,500 a year. Colleges currently 
charge a flat-rate fee of $2,025. 

Defeat in Tuesday’s vote would 
have dealt Blair a serious blow, but 
the 316-311 result in favor — in a 
House of Commons where Labour 
holds a huge majority of 157 — was 
far from a rousing endorsement of 


government policy. A defeat would 
have been Blair’s first in Parliament 
since taking office in 1997. 

Many Labour lavmiakers viewed 
the legislation as a betrayal of a 
1997 election promise that there 
would be no tuition hikes, and 72 
of them joined the opposition in 
voting against the bill. 

The bill now goes into commit- 
tee discussions and is returned to 
the Commons. If approved at that 
stage, the bill moves to the House of 
Lords, which can amend it but not 
block it. The proposal becomes law 
after winning the backing of both 
houses and receiving royal assent.

Taliban Claim Blast That Kills Canadian 


KABUL, AFGHANISTAN I A Suicide 
bomber killed a Canadian soldier 
and an Afghan civilian Tuesday 
in an attack on a convoy of the 
NATO -led security force patrol- 
ling Kabul.

Ultramix, the fifth in the DDR line 
from Konami and first for the Xbox, 
is a video game unlike any other. 

You choose a song to dance to, 
then follow a scrolling series of 
arrows that tell you whether to 
press left, right, forward or back 
on the included dance pad, a devi- 
ous and beguilingly simple version 
of the Twister mat. Get used to the 
thing. In the hours and days ahead, 
it will cause you furious rage and 
the most satisfying ecstasy.

According to EMI, the duo has sold 
3.2 million albums to date, with 
1998 debut “Moon Safari”; its 2001 
follow-up, “l0,000Hz Legend”; and 
the soundtrack album to the 1999 
movie “The Virgin Suicides.” 

EMI released the new album, 
“Talkie Walkie,” on Tuesday. But Air 
members Nicolas Godin and Jean- 
Benoit Dunckel still had not decid- 
ed whether to re-sign with Virgin 
France. Godin says the pair is seek- 
ing “a standard, fair contract.” 

Dunckel claims the act has lost 
its “affinity” with Virgin. “You 
shouldn’t work an album differ- 


ently just because it’s the end of a 
contract,” he said. “We thought our 
record company would have a more 
long-term vision of things.” 

“Talkie Walkie” includes three 
instrumentals and seven vocal 
tracks. Each of the latter feature 
Godin and Dunckel, rather than the 
guest vocalists of earlier albums. 

Radiohead producer Nigel 
Godrich headed up the new 


album, and the members of Air 
credit him for stripping the songs 
down to their simplest elements in 
postproduction. 

“Our first two albums were the 
thesis and the antithesis,” Godin 
said. “We wanted to stop being 
cynical and distant about what 
we do. Before, we’d release a prod- 
uct. Now, we release ‘ourselves.’”

MUSIC I Twista, the best rapid-fire 
rapper in the business, has aimed 
his tongue -twisting rhymes at the 
mainstream — by slowing down. 

On “Kamikaze” (Atlantic), he 
enlists slow- sounding guests (from 
Cee-Lo to R. Kelly), delivers his tri- 
ple-time rhymes over some slug- 
gish beats, and, on several songs, 
actually drops his trademark fre- 


netic style. “Kamikaze” is still full of 
the explosive, ear-wearying verses 
that the Chicago MC has made his 
trademark (especially on “Get Me” 
and “Kill Us All”). 

But Twista recognizes that you 
can only keep up with him for so 
long, so he puts the brakes on, in a 
series of hit-and-miss tracks. 

“Slow Jamz,” with Jamie Foxx 


on the chorus and Kanye West 
handling both production and 
rapping, is an addictive, hilari- 
ous party track. West supplies a 
speedy drum underneath Foxx’s 
crooning, and everything clicks. 
The same goes for “Pimp On” — 
with the cool of Oakland rapper 
Too Short and Memphis rhyme - 
slinger Eightball complementing

the fiery Twista perfectly. 

“Badunkadunk” is highly dance- 
able, while R. Kelly’s “So Sexy” is 
frivolous and appealing. 

But Twista goes overboard with 
the slow jams. His rhymes aren’t 
nearly as interesting at the speed 
of most rappers, as on the roman- 
tic cuts “Still Feels So Good,” “One 
Last Time,” “Sunshine” and the 
excruciating “Swoopin’.” 

“Kamikaze” still deserves a listen 
for Twista’s vocal brilliance alone. 
Just don’t be afraid to fast- 
forward, ryan pearson (ap)

AUTO BUYING I Pricing a new car has 
long been an irritating game of cat- 
and-mouse. Can shopping online 
avoid some of the traps? 

Auto makers and other com- 
panies have been beefing up the 
online experience in a battle to cap- 
ture the business of shoppers hop- 
ing to avoid the car lot. Last year, 
Toyota unveiled a service that lets 
prospective buyers of its new Scion 
models chat in real time with cus- 
tomer reps. Other car-shopping 
sites, including CarsDirect.com, 
have been adding research tools 
and features like the ability to sell 
your used car, in an effort to become 
a one-stop shop. 

Fighting back, traditional deal- 
erships are beefing up their own 
online offerings. That’s a change, 
considering that as recently as the 
early 1990s many dealers often were 
reluctant to even quote a price over 
the phone. 

To gauge how easy it is to look for 
wheels online without being taken 
for a ride, we decided to price an 
Acura TL — “satin silver metallic” 
with “Ebony Leather” seats — using 
five different tools. We priced our 
dream wheels in Los Angeles. Our 
goal was a decent price, along with 
the least amount of hassle. 

The first thing we learned is, 
you can run but you can’t hide 
from your local car dealer.

Minorities 
Vulnerable 
To Loan Fees 

FINANCING I Hidden auto financ- 
ing charges cost consumers $1 
billion each year, and blacks and 
Hispanics are particular targets, the 
Consumer Federation of America 
said Monday. 

When a car buyer arranges 
financing through an auto dealer, 
lenders quote a finance rate based 
on the buyer’s credit history. In some 
cases, dealers are increasing that 
rate by several percentage points 
and sharing the profit with lend- 
ers, the group contended. 

The National Automobile 
Dealers Association responded 
that the charges are fair com- 
pensation for dealers who set up 
financing. 

Stephen Brobeck, execu- 
tive director of the Consumer 
Federation, said it’s reasonable for 
dealers to charge a fee for financ- 
ing, but they should charge a flat 
rate of $100 or $200. 

Now, he said, consumers avoid 
the charges only if they’re savvy 
enough to know the lender’s rate. 

Dealers typically increase the 
rate by around 3 percentage points, 
the Consumer Federation said. The 
group estimates the practice affects 
one out of every four buyers who 
finance their vehicles through deal- 
erships and disproportionately hurts 
low- to middle -income blacks and

The trouble with the historic 
1960s, 37-horsepower Mini was 
that it was slower than Christmas. 
To the rescue came John Cooper, the 
famed race engineer, whose shop 
— or ‘works” — banged together 
what became known as the Mini 
Cooper, with 65 horses. The car 
promptly went out and won the 
Monte Carlo Rally. 

Likewise with the new car, the 
high-performance version of the 
Mini Cooper S is the product of the 
John Cooper Works shop. (John has 
gone on to the great paddock in the 
sky, but his son Mike carries on.) 

The base Mini Cooper is powered 
by a naturally aspirated 1.6-liter 
engine (a joint DaimlerChrysler- 
BM W unit built in Brazil) that puts 


out a noodle-armed 115 horsepow- 
er. The Cooper S supercharges the 
engine, raising the output to 163 
horses, and pairs it with a six-speed 
manual transmission, traction con- 
trol, sport suspension, hood snorkel 
and integrated rear spoiler. 

The John Cooper Works package 
— a bolt-on engine modification 
kit available through Mini deal- 
ers — shoves a lot more air down 
the 1.6 -liter gullet; using a bigger 
supercharger, a freer-breathing cyl- 
inder head and exhaust system; and 
a reprogrammed computer chip to 
control it all as the horsepower is 
nudged up to 200. 

If you want the big derringer, 
though, you’ll have to pay. The 
JCW package costs $4,500, and it 
doesn’t come with high-end options, 
of which there are a dizzying variety. 
In this way can you take a car with 
abase price of $16,449 and turn it 
into a $30,000 extravagance. 

For some, it would be well 
worth it. The Cooper JCW is more 
fun than a pants -full of ferrets.
